GCOD MILK PROTECTS BABIES 


Accounting of Twenty-first Year of 
the Nathan Straus Depots in 
New York. 


the 


Nathan Straus’s work of protecting 
the babics from milk-borne diseases 
has completed its twenty-first year 
with a record of only one death in the 
last summer among the 2,200 babies 
that have been supplied with milk 
modified and pasteurized at the seven- 
teen depots. The one death was 
caused by pneumonia. 

During the year 2,193,684 bottles of 
milk were supplied_and 1,326,100 glasa- 
es of milk were served at the suin- 
mer stations in the parks and on the 
recreation piers. While the number 
of infant milk depots in the city has 
increased to nearly a hundred the 
Straus stations are the only ones that 
supply the milk in nursing bottles, 
first modified, then pasteurized in the 
bottles. It is to this fact that Mr. 
Straus attributes the remarkable rec- 
ord of the last summer. 

The output by months was as fol- 
lows: September, 166,619 bottles: 
October, 154.919; November, 143,886; 
December, 161,475; January, 164,785; 
February,169,611; March, 197,084; 
April, 197,646; May, 206,875; June, 
213,293; July, 214.672; August, 202,789; 
total, 2,193,684. 

In the twenty-one years of this work 
more than 33,000,000 bottles of pas- 
teurized milk have been supplicd for 
the babies and over 17,000,009 classea 
ef milk have been served atthe cCeputs. 
In the first year 34,000 bottles were 
supplied. The records do not inelude 
barley water, of which no account Is 
kept. 

At all the depots free medica! at- 
tendance {is supplied when d-stred, 
with instructions for the. mothers.

With his 
trained staff of readers and transcrib- 
ers, it is contended, an ancient Roman 
pupblisher could turn out an edition 
of any work at very cheap rates, and 
almost a moment’s notice. There wag, 
of course, no Initial expense of type- 
setting before a single copy could be 
preduced, no costly extras in the form 
es srinter’s corrections. The manu- 
script came from the author; the pub- 
lisher handed it to his slaves, and if 
the book were of ordinary dimensions 
the complete edition could, it is said, 
be ready, if necessary, within 24 
hours, 

The old Roman libraries were im- 
mense as well as splendid. Plutarch 
says that the library of Lucullus, who 
expended much of his money on 
books, “had walks, galleries, and cab- 
inets open to all visitors.” It was pro- 
posed by Julius Caesar to open this 
iNbrary to the public.—Harper's 
Weekly.

Crops otatistics 


Ottawa, April 17. — A _ bulletin 
issued to-day by the Census and 
Statistics Office states, according to 
reports made by correspondents at 
the end of March, 92 p.c. of last 
year’s wheat crop in Canada, i. e., 
183,611,00 bushels out of the cotal. 
estimated production of 199,236,000 
bushels proved to be of merchantable 
quality. In the Maritime provinces, 
in Quebec and in Ontario the  pro- 
portions were, smaller than _ this, 
being 88 p.c. in New Brunswick, 75 
p.c. in Quebec, and 83 p.c. in Ontar- 
io; but in the northwest provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, where the bulk of the wheat 
crop is produced, the percentage of 
merchantable quality was in each 
case about 93, In British Columbia 
the quality proving merchantable 
was only 76 p.c., but in this prov- 
ince the total production was rela- 
tively small. 

It is estimated that about 22 p.c. 
of the total wheat crop in Canada, 
viz., 44,668,000 bushels, remained in 
farmers’ hands on March 31, as com- 


pared with 27 p.c. representing 
51,129,000 bushels of the crop of 
1911) which remained in farmers 


hands on March 31, 1912. The quan- 
tity of wheat estimated as remain- 
ins jn farmers’ hands on March 3], 
1913, was in the Maritime provinces 
336,000, in Quebec 350,000, in On- 
tario 3,232,000, in the three North- 
west provinces 40,704,000, and in 
British Columbia 46,000 bushels, 

Oats, the estimated yield of which 
was last year 361,733,000 bushels, 
was of merchantable quality tothe 
exient. of YL p.e.. or 328,483,000 
bushels, and the quantity remaining 
in farmers’ hands was 44.52 p.e., or 
159,948,000 bushels, as compared 
with last year’s figures of 89 p.e. 
merchantable, on 310,074,000 bushels, 
and 44.18 p.c. or 153,846,000 bushels 
in farmers’ hands on Mareh 31, 1912. 
The proportions merchantable of the 
crop of 1912 were, by provinces : 
Prince Edward Island 95 p.c. (6,857%- 
000 bushels), Nova Scotia 87 p. ¢. 
(2,753,000 bushels), New Brunswick 
86 p.c. (4,612,000 bushels), Quebec 
73 p.g.+ (22,016,000 vushels), Ontario 
83 pe. (76,074,000 bushels), Mani- 
toba 9% p.c. (53,171,000 bushels), 
Saskatchewan 94 p.e. (99,239,000 
bushels), Alberta 99 p.c. (62,193,000 
bushels) and British Columbia 80 
p.c. (1,568,000 bushels). 

Of the total barley crop of 44,014,- 
000 bushels, it is estimated that 87 
p.c., or 38,299,000 bushels, were of 
merchantable quality, and that 35 
p.c., or 15,404,000 bushels, remained 
in the hands of farmers at the 
end of March. The corresponding fig- 
ures for last year were 90.26 p.c., or 
36,683,000 bushels merchantable, and 
32.56 p.c., or or 13,235,000 bushels in 
farmers’ hands on March 31, 1912f 
The bulk of the barley crop is  pro- 
duced in Ontario and in Manitoba. 
In the former province 12,001,000 


bushels, or 81 p.c., and in the lat- 
ter 13,416,000 bushels or 90 p.c., 
was of merchantable quality. 

The merchantable yield of corn 


for husking was 76 p.c. of the total 
crop, of buckwheat 81 p.e., of flaxr 
secd &Y p.c., of potatoes 74 p.c., of 
turnips and other roots 90 p.e., and 


of hay and clover 81 p.c. The quan- 
tities on hand at March 31. were: 
Corn 3,969,000 bushels flax seed 


5,505,000 bushels, potatoes 35,097,-

«As a general rule live stocked win- 
tered well and their average — con- 
dition for all Canada, expressed in 
a percentage of 100, representing a 
healthy and thrifty state, was for 
horses 95, milch cows 93, other cat: 
tie 91, sheep. 95 and swine 94 In 
the Maritime provinces, Quebec and 
Ontario, the winter proved  excep- 
tionally mild, and, with an  abun- 
dance of fodder, all descriptions of 
farm live stock came well through. 
In the Northwest provinces live stock 
did well on the whole, but in many 
localities cattle suffered through the 
lack of prairie hay, which was spoil- 
cd by last year’s heavy 
Many deaths amongst young pigs 
were attributed to the cold farrow- 
ing season. The winter proved long 
and cold in Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan, but was unusually mild and 
open in Alberta. 


Indications at the end of March 
were for an early spring and sowing 
season throughout the eastern part 
of Canada; but in) the Northwest 
provinces, where deep) snows — and

(Gruesome Cargo of Dead 


Chinese to be chipped 


Los Angeles, Cal., April 24.—Some 
time in the next week a ship will 
leave San Pedro with the most grue- 
some cargo that ever left Southern 
California. The cargo will consist of 
the remains of nearly 6,000 Chinese 
who have died in this country in the 
last fifty years. It will be the larg- 
est single removal of human __re- 
mains in the world's. history, and the 
preparations have been carried for- 
ward so quietly that no comment 


has been occasioned. Nearly a year 


ago, the Chinese-Consolidated Bene- 
volent association of San Francisco, 
sometimes known as the Chinese Six 


Companies, took permits for the re- 


moval of remains of Chinese who are 
buried in-California and upto this 


time have exhumed and prepared for 
shipment. The bodies are each care- 


fully wrapped in a separate piece of 
soft cloth, and then placed in boxes 
and carefully sealed. 

When the cargo reaches China, the 
remains will be taken in charge by 
the relatives and friends, who in 
many cases have been waiting 
them all these long years, and will 
be interred with all due honors that 
should he accorded to such as ven- 
tured into strange lands. The 
Chinese believe that the eyes of the 
dead never close as long as they are 
buried in a foreign land, which ex- 


plains the reason for the strange 
transportation. When the work of 
exhuming and preparing all the 


bodies has been completed a special 
ship will be chartered. 


Sir Richard Scott, Veteran 
Lawmaker, is dead at 
Ottawa 


Ottawa, Ont., April 24.—Sir Rich- 
ard W. Scott, legislator, parliamen- 
tarian and administrator, a member 
of the Canadian senate, and, during 


his lifetime) of more federal and 
provincial governments than any 
other living Canadian statesman, 


died at his late residence, 274 Daly 
avenue, Wednesday afternoon at four 
o'clock, after a brief i!luess. Sir 
Richard's death followed an opera- 
tion for internal trouble three weeks 
ago, from which he did not rally. 

Kighty-cight years of age, and des- 
cribed as-the ‘‘Nestor of Canadian 
Liberalism,” he carried with him 
into his retirement tke esteem of 
the third generation of contempor- 
aries, and leaves behind him not 
only the memory of great attain 
ments, but of moral standards which 
were never lowered to any political 
exigency, and a reputation unsullied 
by even the suspicion of scandal. 

For Ottawans his death has an 
added significance of toss in that it 
marks the disappearance of a_ link 
with the early days of this city, 
far beyond the memory of almost 
every other inhabitant, as well as 
a landmark of Canadian political 
history which for over half a cen- 
tury, while his contemporaries were 
one after the other engulfed, he had 
fronted the waves of time and lived 
from one political half century to 
make history in another. Secretary 
of state and registrar general in 
many Liberal cabinets, Sir Richard 
had played a big part in Dominion 
politics ; as councillor and mayor of 
Ottawa, when it was neither ‘a capi- 
tal nor acity, a figure in her 
municipal history to whom, indeed, 
she largely owes the fact that she 
is the capital, his might fittingly 
have been the title of first citizen 
of this city.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT.

once. He did so and accompanied 
Dr. Mckwan to make some inspec- 
tions. One farmer whose cows th? 
doctor said should be tested for 


tuberculosis refused to pay for having 
not 
been tested yet. As no licenses have 
been taken out as vet, we would lke 
your instructions as to what to do. 

We had reports of the night 
scavenger not doing his work proper- 
ly, and instructed the Health Inspec- 
tor to examine and report on = con- 
ditions. He found that the night 
soil had been spread on top of the 
ground in West Park, and that gar- 
bage and dead animals and putred 
meat. had been deposited by the 
scavenger on the surface of the 
ground across the C.P.R. tracks near 
West Park. The seavenger was im- 
mediately suspended and A. MePher- 
son appointed to attend to this 
work, 

Your Commissioners and J&ngineer 


Dawe discussed with Mr. Sharman 
the question of getting the earth 


from the new post office excavation 
for Gaetz Ave. South. It was ar- 
ranged that the city should pay.0e 
per yard for the soil delivered on 
Gaetz Ave. at the nearest end of 
the fill, the city to level as desired. 
This arrangement made it necessary 
to decline the offer of Hewson & 
Sons to gravel the street for $2,000. 
The balance of the fill will be made 
with earth obtained from the near- 
est’ point. 

Mr. Hole, of the Forest City Pav- 
ing Co., arrived in town this week, 
and will commence work on his un- 
finished contract of last year. We 
have requested the engineer to have 
the walks on Gaetz Ave. South 
completed as soon as possible. As 
some filling is to be done there be- 
Yfore the walks are laid, it may be 
necessary to Jay walks on another 
street first. If this is the case, we 
would recommend that the walks on 
Waskasoo Ave. be laid, as there is 
only a two-plank walk on one side 
of the street. : 

Councillor ent and Secretary Wel- 
ton of the village of North Red Deer 
interviewed us regarding the village 
using the city’s nuisance ground. 
The arrangement made, subject to 
your confirmation, was for the vil- 
Inge to be allowed to use the nuis- 
ance ground and the pitsfor night 
soil under the supervision of our 
Health Inspector for $100.00 for this 
year, the city to be responsible for 
inspection of the grounds and_ the 
burning of the rubbish.

The ice went out of the river on 
the night of the llth inst., and the 
water lowered immediately. A great 
deal of debris has been deposited in 
Gaetz Park which will have to be 
cleared out. The new wells were 
filled with debris which was cleared 
out. 

The top of the old waterworks in- 
take has been entirely destroyed 
and a length of the new intake pipe 
destroyed. The broken length will be 
removed and a screen placed over 
the intake pipe for the present. Lat- 
er anew length of pipe will be 
connected. We will report on the 
old intake basin and a method of 
protection for the intake pipe later. 

The ice carried out the old foot- 
bridge across Waskasoo Creck on 
2nd St. N. A new foot bridge has 
been built there. 

The principal streets have been 
cleaned up and rybbish removed from 
them. Michener Fill, near the. top, 
has required some repairing, and is 
still in poor shape, as is also the 
Cemetery Hill. We will have the 
engineer report on a method of im- 
proving both of these hills. Gener- 
ally, the streets are in good con- 
dition, though rough in places. 


Mr. Haggard, of the Financial 
Post, spent last Saturday in the 
city.

We called for specifications and ten- 
ders for 8 waste-paper cans, and sub- 
mit them herewith. We recommend 
the acceptance of the tender of the 
Day Hardware Co. 

The Health Inspector has been in- 
structed to prosecute all persons 
dumping manure or garbage in any 
place except the nuisance ground 
without his permission. 

We submit herewith plan of a re- 
subdivision of Lots 14,15, 16, Block 
A, Plan K.1., owned by T. H, Gud- 
mundson, for which approval is 
asked. 

Chas. Cruickshank complained that 
water had been diverted from Red 
Deer West, and was damaging his 
property and destroying the road 
down the hil in front of his prop- 
erty. With Engincver Dawe wa inves- 


tigated the conditions. As Mr. 
Cruickshank’s property is outside 
the city limits, we have no juris- 


diction over that; and as the road 
in front of his property is not a 
public road, our solicitor informs us 
we have no jurisdiction over that. 
The water, however, after coming 
down the hill finds its way into the 
old creek bed west of Gaetz Ave., 
which is nearly filled up and cannot 
drain away. The owner of Red Deer 
West had the nuisance aliated at once 
when his attention was called to it. 

We submit offer of C.  Cruick- 
shank to sell a traction engine ta thg 
city. We consulted with our engin- 
eer and he reports that it will not 
be of much use to the city. 

We are taking up with the Provin- 
cial Health Department the  ques- 
tion of having our Health Inspector 
given power by their department to 
supervise sanitary conditions outside 
the city limits but adjacanet there- 
to. 

We have advertised in the Contract 
Reeord, the Calgary Herald and the 
Edn-onton Bulletin and the local 
newspapers for designs for a City 
Coat of Arms, to be received up to 
June{ 1st. 

We submit herewith report of Sey- 
mour & Dawe on septic tank at the 
ladies’ College. 

We would respectfully ask your in- 
structions regarding the collection 
of water rates. The by-law provides 
that when the rates are not paid 
the water may be shut off without 
further notice. This is stated on the 
accounts sent out each quarter, but 
in many cases the tenants change 
and we are not notified, so the ac- 
count goes to the wrong party. 
In other cases prominent citizens per- 
sistently let their rates run until 
they are notified that water will be 
shut off unless rates are paid forth- 
with. At theend of each quarter 
GO per cent. of the gross rates are 
paid over to the Western: Creneral
